A prominent tariff reformer said to-day. 
"The hearings before tbe committee: on ways 
«nd means now In progiess will Dot affect re- 
sults one whit. After they are til over, tbe 
committee will stind just where It Is and 
where it ban boon, a majority la favor of 
the bill and a minority against It. 
The 


hearings will all be one way, that the 
Industries of the country 
will 
suffer 


by a further modification of the tariff. Tbe 
Kitat ma« of consumers will not b« heard. 
When tbe bill is repoited to the house, which 
will be late In the session, It will be discussed 
at great length without converting anybody 
on either side and will pass, not five repub- 
lic-is voting tor It and as many as twenty- 
five democrats \oling against H. But the 
bill will not pass the senate. There party 
lines will be more tightly drawn »"il the re- 
publicans will solidly vote against the bill" 


The bill will probably be amended some 


what in the committee on way* and m«ans 
"Tbe Morrison bill," said a democratic mem 
ber ot the committee, "Is simply our basis of 
action. It was Introduced simply to get the 
subject before tbe house, we Intend to 
change the bill very materially. For Instance, 
there are many articles that ought to be ro- 
dnced more than 20 per cent, and there are 
others that perhaps ought not to be cut down 
that much. Our purpose Is to cheapen those 
commodities which are necessary to the 
masses ot the people. We Intend to cut at 
]M»t 830,000,000 off the tariff, and 1 believe 
wo will out dowu tbe Internal revenue f 30,- 
000,000

opinion is that will be done 
We shall paa« a 


bill reducing our redundant revenue_by 880,-
